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An Act for the better Suppreſling Tories, Robbers 
and Rapparees ; and for preventing Robberics, 
Burglaries, and other hainous Crimes. 


C HAP. 


\Ozaſmuch as by the late Rebellion in this 
Kingdom, a great part thereof hath ben 
left Waſte and Deſolate ; and the frequent 

Robberies, Murders, and other Noto:ious Felo- 
nies Committed by Robbers, Rappares and To⸗ 
nes, upon their Keeping, hath greatly Diſcoura- 
ed the Re-planting of chis Kingdom, the Papiſt 
Inhabitants thereof, chuling rather to ſuffer 
Strangers to be Robbed and Deſpoiled of their 
Gods, then toAppzehend oꝛ Convict the Offenders, 
of whom the greateſt part are people of the ſame 
Country ; and Countenanced, Harboured, and 
Concealed by the Inhabitants thereof. Foz the 
Remedy of which Wiſchiefs, and fo2 the better 
Encouragement of Strangers to Plant and Jn- 
habit this Your Majeſtys Kingdom of Ireland, 
and foꝛ the general Pꝛeſervation of Peace and Pꝛa⸗ 
perty of Pour Majeſty's God Subjects therein. 
May it pleaſe Pour Majeſty that it may be 
Enacted ; And be it Enacted by the King's Moſt 
Excellent Majeſty, by, and with the Conſent of 
the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Com- 
mons in this pꝛelent Parliament Aflembled, and 
vy the Authoꝛity ot the lame, That the Inhabi⸗ 
tants of every Barony 02 County, within this 
Kingdom, ſhall make full ſatisfaction and aniends 
koꝛ all Robberies, Burglaries, Burning of Þouſes, 
oz Haggards of Cozn, — o: Maiming of 


Cattle, 
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Cattle, which ſhall ve Committed oꝛ Done by 
Robbers, Kapparcks, oꝛ Toꝛies, within fuch Ba⸗ 
rony 02 County, from and after the Nopal Al⸗ 
ſenf given to this Bill, in manner and form fol- 
lowing (That is to ſay) where all oz any of the 
Facts ſhall be Committed oꝛ Done by Rappares, 
Robbers oꝛ T-2ies, as afozeſaid, that are, oz ſhall 
be Papiſts, oꝛ Reputed of the Popilh Religion, the 
Popiſh Inhabitants of the Barony oꝛ County 
wherein all oz any of the ſaid Facts ſhall ve 
Committed, ſhall make ſatisfarion'and amends 
fo: the ſame : And Where all oꝛ any of the ſaid 
Fats ſhall be Committed oz Done by Robbers, 
Rappares oz Tozies, as afozefaid, that are, oz 
ſhatl be Pꝛoteſtants, oz Reputed to be of the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtant Religion, the Pꝛoteſtant Inhabitants of 
the Barony 92 County, wherein all, oz any of 
the ſaid Facts ſhall be Committed, ſhall make ſa- 
tisfaction and amends fo2 the fame. And if it 
hall happen, that all, oꝛ any of the ſaid Facts be 
Committed oz Done by Popiſh and Pꝛoteſtant 
Robbers, RBappares oz Lozes, as afozeſaid, 
then, and in ſuch Caſe, the Popiſh and Pꝛoteſtant 
Inhabitants of the Barony o2 County wherein 
ſuch Facts ſhall be Committed oꝛ Done, ſhall make 
ſatisfaction anb amends fo2 the ſame ; and in 
ſuch proportion, and according to the Number of 
fuch Papiſts and Proteſtants as ſhall Commit 
the ſame (that is to ſay) ik two Papiſts and 
one Proteſtant, the Papiſt Inhabitants to pay 
two ſhares, and the Proteſtants the remaining 
third part ok the laid Damages; And ſo pro 
rata, in Caſe of a greater or leffer Number. And 
tf all, or any of the ſaid Fans be Committed or 
Done in the Diviſion, or Mearing of two Baro- 
nies, or two Counties, ſo as it ſhall! be uncer- 

tain 
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tain in which County o2 Barony ths Fact oz 
Facts Were Committed ; then, and inſuch Caſe, 
che Inhabitants of the both Baronies ; oz both 
Counties, ſhall make ſatisfaction and amends foz 
the ſame, in ſuch manner, and under ſuch Diſtin⸗ 
ſtion as is hereby Declared. 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authoz(- 
ty afozeſaid, That in all Caſes Where the Da- 
mages do not Exceed the Summ of Ten pounds, 
Sterling, the Inhabitants of the Barony and 
Franchizes within the Pꝛecincts thereof, where- 
in all, oz any of the ſaid Facts ſhail be Com- 
mitted, and not the County at Large, ſhall 
make ſatisfaction and amends koꝛ the ſame, in ſuch 
manner, and with ſuch Diſtinction, as afozeſaid ; 
And in all Caſes where the Damages do erc#d 
the Summ of Ten pounds, ſterl. the Inhabi⸗ 
tants of the County, wherein all oz any of the 
laid Facts ſhall be Committed, ſhall make ſatisfa- 
ction and amends fo? the ſame, in the manner, and 
with the Diſtinction afoꝛeſa d: And that the Ju⸗ 
ry that ſhall Try any Action Committed oz Pꝛo⸗ 
ſecuted on this Ac, ſhall in their Uerdin Aſcer- 
tain the perſon and perſons that commit ſuch 
Robbery,, Burning of Houſes, oz Haggards of 
Cozn, Killing, oꝛ Maming of Cattle, whether 
they were Papiſt oꝛ P2oteſtants, and the Pum- 
ber of the one, and the other, as alſo the Da- 
mages, accozding to the Evidence that ſhall be 
on the Zryal offered to them. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity a- 
fozeſaid, That'every perſon and perſons, ſo as 
afozeſaid, Robbed oz Damnified, may be hereby 
Enabled to Sue fo2 and Recover his o2 their 
Damages againſt any Inhabitant of the ſaid 
County oꝛ Barony , who by this Act ſhall — 
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made liable to anſwer any part thereof +.and 
that immediately after ſuch Recovery and Exe⸗ 
cution againſt -the ſaid Jnhabitants, all other 
the Inhabitants of the laid Barony o2 County, 
who by this Act ſhall be made lpable to all oz 
any part of the ſaid Damages, ſhall be Rata- 
bly and pꝛopoꝛtionably Tared, fo2, and towards 
an Equal Contribution foz the Relief of ſuch 
Inhabitant againſt whom the ſaid Recovery and 
Execution is had; which Tar, ſhall be Made, 
Levyed and Raiſed by ſuch Ways and Means, 
and in ſuch Manner and Form as is preſcribed 
and mentioned in a fozmer Statute, Intituled, 
An Act for the following of Hue and Cry, made in 
the Tenth and Eleventh Years ok the Reign of 
King Charles the Firſt, in this Kingdom. 

And be it further Enacted by the Autho:ity 
afo:eſaid, That no perſon oz perſons ſhall Recovor 
any Damages by Uertue of this Ac, unleſs he 
02 they by themſelves, oz by their Servants with- 
in twenty four hours after ſuch Robbery oꝛ In⸗ 
jury done him oz them, by any Robbers, Tozies 
©: Rappares, oꝛ Within reaſonable time after he 
{hall be at Liberty, ſhall give Notice of ſuch Rob- 
bery o2 Miſchiefs done and Committed, unto ſome 
of the Inhabitants of ſome Town, Uillage, oz 
Hamlet, near unto the place where any ſuch Fact 
ſhall be Committed, and ſhall within four Days 
after ſuch Notice, give in his, her, oz their Ex⸗ 
amination upon Dath, oz of their Servant oz 
Servants that Were in his, oz their Þouſe, oꝛ 
that had the Care of his Coꝛn, Stock oꝛ Gods, 
befo:e ſome Juſtice of the Peace of the County 
Where ſuch Fact ſhall be Committed, Inhabiting 
Within the Barony where the ſaid Fact ſhall here- 
after happen to be Committed, 02 near unte the

And mozeover, be it Enacted by the Authoꝛity 
afo:eſaid, That befoze any Action ſhall be Com⸗ 
menced oꝛ Pꝛoſecuted on this Ac, foꝛ recovery of 
Damages koꝛ any Loſſes ſuſtained, by reaſon of any 
Kobber p. Burning of Houſes, or Corn oꝛ Deſtru⸗ 
ction of Cattle, Contrary to the Tenour of this Att, 
the Perſon o2 Perſons ſo Injured, ſhall obtain 02 
pꝛoture a Prelentment to be made at the next Al⸗ 
ſizes o2 Quarter⸗Selſions, to be held after ſuch 
Robbery, Injury, oꝛ Fact Committed, by the Gzand 
Jury of the County where ſuch Fact ſhall be Com- 
mitted, wherein Notice ſhall be taken of ſuch Nob⸗ 
bery, 02 other Injuries oꝛ Piſchiefs, and of the 
Tolles Suſtained, the Number of the Offenders, 
and how many of them are Papiſts, oz Reputed 
ſuch, and how many Pꝛoteſtants oꝛ Reputed ſuch; 
As alſo of the Barony oꝛ Baronies and County 
where ſuch Fact was Committed; with the Names 
of the Offenders : But in Caſe where the Perſon 
o Perſons Robbed, Burnt, oz Injured, oꝛ their 
Servant oꝛ Servants do not know the Names of 
all o2 any of the Offenders, and ſhall Declare ſo 
on their Oath openly in Court, being Exammed to 
the ſaid particulars, the ſaid Gꝛand Jury in ſuch 
Preſentment to give the belt Deſcription they can 
on the Evidence produced befoze them of (ſuch Ma⸗ 
iefacto:s, to the End they may be brought the

Andfo2 the better Duppzesfing Robbers, Tozies 
and Rappares, that have ſo much of late Diſturb⸗ 
ed the Peace and Settlement of this Kingdom, 
Be it Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, That 
if any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall be at any time here⸗ 
after p:eſentedat the Aſſizes oꝛ Quarter⸗Selllons 
by the Gꝛand⸗Jury, as a Toꝛy, Rappare oꝛ Rob- 
ber, out on his Keping, and ſuch P:eſentment-be- 
ing returned to the Clerk of the Council, the perſon 
and perſons in ſuch Preſentment named, ſhalt by 
Pꝛoclamation from the Zozd Deputy, 02 other 
Chief Governor o2 Governors and Council- of this 
Kingdom be P2oclaimed ; and in caſe ſuch perſon 
oꝛ perſons ſo P2eclaimed; do not within the time to 
be limitted by ſuch Proclamation, render him oz 
themſelves to ſome one o2 moꝛe Juſtiees of the Peace 
of the County, where ſuch Pꝛelentment ſhall be 
made, he and they lo P2eſented and P2oclaimed, 
thail from thencekoꝛth be convict of Þxgh-Treaſon 
and ſufter accordingly. And that-all and every 
perſon and perſons Concealing , Aiding, Abetting 
and Succouring ſuch perſon and perſons, lo Pre⸗ 
ſented and Pzoclaimed, knowingly, from and afcer 
the time ſo limitted by ſuch P2oclamation, ſhail be 
guilty of Felony Without Clergy, and Suffer as 
Felons con vic of Felony without Clergy. And 
foꝛ the better Encouragement of ſuch perſons as 
(hall Take and convict, or Kill any Robber, Rap- 
pare or Tory in Arms, and upon his Kefping, 
Indicted, Proclatmed or Preſented, as aforeſaid, 
the Juſtices of Aſſize in their Circuit, and the — 
r | ices 
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ſtices of Peace in their Quarter- Seſſions, Nelpe⸗ 
tively, with the Aent of the Grand⸗Jury, ſhall 
have power and Authoꝛity to Tax and Seſs every 
Inhabitant in any County, Barony, City, Bur= 
rough, Town oz Pariſh within the Limits of their 
Commiſſions and Authoꝛities, toſuch Reaſonable 
Aid 92 Dumm of Money as they ſhall think fit in 
their Diſcretion, Convenient and Dufficient fo? 
Encouraging and Kewarding ſuch Perſon oz 
Perſons, as ſhall take and Convict, oz Kill any 
Robber, Rappare oz Torp in Arms, and upon 
his Kefping. : 

Provided ſuch Dumms do not Erced Twenty 
pounds for any one Toꝛp, which laid ſumm oz 
ſumms of Money, ſo to be Raiſed, ſhall be Ap⸗ 
plotted and Apportioned by the ſaid Grand-Jury, 
and Levyed by ſuch Collectoꝛs as they ſhall ap⸗ 
point, who ſhall have Power and Authozity to 
Receive the ſaid Summs of £Poney, and to Di⸗ 
ſtrain every ſuch Inhabitant as ſhall be Tared 
and refuſe payment thereof; and to Sell ſuch Di- 
ſtreſs, and deliver the Money Tared to ſuch 
Perſon oz Perſons as (hall take oz Kill ſuch 
Robber, Rappare oz Tory; and the Reſidue, if 
the Diſtreſs be better, to deliver to the Owner 
thereof. This Act to Continue and be of Force 
fo: thre Pears from the Royal Aſent being given 
thereto ; and to the End of the firſt Seſſion of 
the next Parliament akter the ſaid three Pears, 
and no longer.
